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Dear Members of the 
NSCDS Community, 

In celebrating our history and our future, 
one of the most fascinating and complex 
challenges we face as a school is how to 
prepare students not just for college, but for 
lifelong learning. The goal is not new, but the environment 
is. How do we balance what we have always known about 
motivation and creative problem-solving with what 
technology offers in the way we learn? 

Last year the 21st Century Fund made it possible for us to 
research innovative educational programs throughout the 
country. Every faculty member was asked to participate in at 
least one site visit. The result is that in many instances we 
found validation of our own current programs. We also 
found innovations that we are now incorporating ideas that 
fit North Shore's mission or have been adapted to fit it. 

Fifty years ago, the Carnegie Foundation's eight year 
study documented North Shore's claim that our type of 
progressive education was superior in preparing students 
for college. The study showed that students from North 
Shore and similar schools outperformed their peers from 
more traditional schools at some grades, received more 
honors, initiated and participated in more activities. They 
asked more questions and sought more answers. The 
presidents of Bryn Mawr and Columbia at the time 
attributed the students' success to the greater interest and 
enthusiasm they brought to college. They were motivated to 
keep on learning and to be creative problem-solvers. 

In the 1930's, a NSCDS promotional publication described 
our type of education as "based not on special methods of 
teaching, but rather on an attitude toward the child...The 
School believes that there is, within each child, a plan of 
growth, which if allowed to unfold, will give realization to 
the greatest number of possibilities with him... Because a child 
who is wholeheartedly interested in his work will accomplish 
far more in less time than one who is doing a task merely 
under compulsion, the pupils' interest is enlisted whenever 
possible." 

Our founding headmaster. Perry Dunlap Smith, used to ask 
teachers to write out curriculum for the year only after they 
had met their students in the fall and assessed their 
strengths, interests and needs. He recognized the 
importance of dialogue and intellectual experimentation, 
the importance of maintaining a creative tension between 
the claims of the child and those of the curriculum. 

Fifty years later, researchers are still coming up with similar 
conclusions. One of the most influential, Mihaly 
Csikszentmihalyi, has done extensive research on talented 
students. He has found that those who are actively involved 
in their own learning, focused to the point of feeling 
immersed, are more motivated and consequently learn 
more. Csikszentmihalyi is currently doing research on some 
of the most famous creative people alive today, people in 


their 70's and 80's, from Nobel Prize-winning physicists 
to musical prodigies. In his keynote speech at the fall 
conference of Independent Schools of the Central States, 
he spoke of the balance between playfulness and rigor 
which was a foundation of progressive education from the 
beginning and which is found in the most creative people 
throughout their lives. 

It seems obvious that North Shore should continue to 
encourage students to be active participants in their own 
learning, and that we should continue to combine fun 
with intellectual challenge. That's our history. At the 
same time, technology is creating changes in education at 
a revolutionary rate. That's our future. Technology opens 
"windows" in front of us before we are sure what we 
want the view to be. It places us on "highways" before 
we're ready for their speed. It's exciting, enticing and 
unpredictable all at once. At North Shore in one year, 
with two technology coordinators on staff to guide us, we 
have incorporated technology into the classrooms at a

very rapid pace. We have leapfrogged many other 
schools in a single year and are close to completing in one 
year what was originally a three-year plan. While we 
recognize the wealth of information that is available to 
students and the many new ways of presenting it and 
sharing it, we also recognize that information is not 
synonymous with knowledge. Our challenge is to find 
ways to use technology to construct new understandings, 
to help students develop deeper knowledge. 

I know we will always listen to kids, look for the gifts 
each one has and draw those gifts out. As the brochure 
from another school put it, "Look into their eyes more 
than their IQ's." Being prepared for college is only part of 
being prepared for life. Harvard president Neil 
Rudenstine said in an address last May that our ability to 
live lives of value and to act effectively in the world 
"depends on much more than the limited stock of actual 
knowledge we could possibly master. We need a 
"passionate pursuit - this desire to find out what lies just 
beyond the ideas we have barely understood." North 
Shore has always had teachers who feel this desire. They 
want their students to be both playful and rigorous, to be 
seekers and creative thinkers. They are excited by the 
possibilities of technology and the challenge of being part 
of a school melding traditions and innovations, holding 
on to the best of what we have been as we move forward 
to the best we can be.

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Building Knowledge and Networks 
with Technology 


There is a story of a man who has traveled from the 
1890's to today. He is very disoriented until he arrives 
at a school where he feels at home. Our lives are 
increasingly changed by the way we expect informa¬ 
tion to be delivered to us. With satellite technology, we 
experience news live. As access, amount, and variety 
of information sources are exploding at an exponential 
rate, many futurists and planners are extrapolating the 
effects of this information explosion on education. 
Analysts are predicting that the role of the school will 
change so that students will be able to do their learn¬ 
ing at home, through the advances in video conferenc¬ 
ing and interactive tutorials that are currently being 
developed. But what the analysts are overlooking is 
who is will help the students learn how to gather, dis¬ 
criminate, analyze, manipulate, synthesize, represent, 
and create new information from different sources. 
This means a shift away from information and infor¬ 
mation-processing paradigms to knowledge and 
knowledge-building paradigms. 

The vision and philosophy for technology at North 
Shore is that computers are information processing 
and enabling tools. Computers are no longer exclusively 
isolated in labs, but instead are on mobile carts in 
classrooms throughout the School where faculty are 
integrating technology into their everyday instruction. 
Two strands of discussion are on-going at many 
schools across the globe: Internet capabilities through 
the creation of local area networks and the movement 
of knowledge-building skills from a "computer" class 
to content area courses. In this year of transition at 
North Shore, we are actively dealing with these issues 
and are in the forefront of creating the opportunities 
for all students to begin to create knowledge. 

North Shore has become a host site on the Internet, the 
interconnection of international computer networks, which 
allows for the exchange of ideas through electronic mail, 
file transfers, and multimedia information seaches. Most 
of the Upper School students in Spanish, Senior Seminar, 
and Foundations of Civilization have completed an intro¬ 
duction to networks, the Internet and "gopher" training. 
The Senior Seminar students have used the Internet to 
gather information about various regions of the world. 
The resources on the Internet provide timely information 
with an international perspective that would not normal¬ 
ly be availible to these students. Additionally, several of 
the students have been able to connect with others seek¬ 
ing the same information world wide and to begin a dia¬ 
logue with these experts who are not on campus. The 
fourth, fifth, and eight graders are working on electronic 
mail projects to connect with others around the world.

Traditionally, students in tenth grade and teachers 
have studied the Renaissance in both English and 
History. This year, Amy Peters and Kevin Randolph 
joined force to integrate their studies. 

Music teacher Michael Querio, drama teacher 
Tim Cronister and technology coordinators Vincent 
Vrotny and Allan Stem worked with the students 
to help them produce a computer-generated, multi- 
media presentation using HyperCard software. 
Students combined text, color, graphics, sound, 
motion pictures and animation in their presentations. 
The process required students to do more research and 
used more critical analysis than if they had written a 
traditional paper. 

Other NSCDS multimedia projects include fifth 
graders working on their explorations of the states, 
eighth graders researching on African countries, and 
eleventh graders working with third graders research¬ 
ing Native American Indian tribes. 

Taking a look back at last May's three year projection 
of where we wanted to be with the migration of tech¬ 
nology skills to knowledge skills, it can be argued that 
we are on the way to completing our entire three year 
outline within the first year of the process. This a 
tremendous accomplishment and would not be possi¬ 
ble without the energy and support of the teachers, 
administration, and parents. These are exciting times 
at North Shore.

$l-Million Fund provides Framework for Distinction 


After an intensive, year-long effort of 
research, discussion, and planning, the 
School has determined its goals for 
"Framework for Distinction: Education for 
the 21st Century" a $1-million program start¬ 
ed last year. The School's mission is to edu¬ 
cate students for the 21st Century while 
preserving the values and culture of Perry 
Dunlap Smith. Through Framework for 
Distinction, NSCDS is committed to educat¬ 
ing students who will be: prepared for a 
world of interdependent cultures; skilled in 
the evolving technology of computers and 
telecommunications; and proficient in the 
disciplines of math and science. As we begin 
the second year of a three-year implemen¬ 
tation process, the School has already met 
several of its long-term goals. 

The foreign language department goals 
are to have students study and understand 
language as part of an overall culture; 
express themselves with increasing com¬ 
plexity as they work toward fluency in 
another language; and develop confidence 
and comfort using a second language to 
reach across cultures to connect with other 
people. The foreign language department 
has integrated technology into classroom 
instruction and is utilizing CD-ROM capa¬ 
bility. Via the Internet, students are commu¬ 
nicating directly with students of other 
cultures both in the U.S. and abroad. During 
Interim week this faU, Upper School stu¬ 
dents visited Spain and France as part of a 
program called Cultural Sojourns. 


In an effort to bring a heightened sense 
of multicultural awareness to NSCDS, our 
goals are to have students learn about the 
similarities and differences between a vari¬ 
ety of cultures in their structure, design and 
intent while gaining an appreciation of their 
differences; share cultural exchanges with 
people inside and outside of the school com¬ 
munity whose backgrounds differ from their 
own; and develop an understanding of dif¬ 
ferent cultures within the United States and 
around the world that will enable them to 
become contributing members of our 
increasingly global society. Students use the 
Internet as a means of meeting and commu¬ 
nicating with students in other communities. 
The eighth grade class established on-going 
"buddy" relationships with eighth graders 
at Providence St. Mel School in Chicago, and 
they have both hosted them on campus and 
visited their school. 

The mathematics department has set 
goals that include the use of mathematical 
theories and concepts to solve complicated, 
real-world problems; incorporating technol¬ 
ogy into the study of math as preparation for 
using math skills in a technological society; 
and helping students become adept at using 
mathematical concepts in connection with 
scientific theories to conduct research and 
solve problems. Instruction in math courses 
at NSCDS focuses on mathematical model¬ 
ing, problem solving, conceptual under¬ 
standing, and real-life applications. Each 
Upper ^hool students owns a graphing cal¬ 


culator equivalent to a mini-computer. 

The goals of the science department are 
to have students use technology to conduct 
scientific experiments; use hands-on experi¬ 
mentation to make scientific discoveries; 
draw connections between the different divi¬ 
sions of science; and prepare for the future by 
solving real-world problems using scientific 
theories. As in math, science courses promote 
problem-based learning that put students in 
the role of scientist to find solutions. New 
technology, including hardware, software, 
and data acquisition probes, help students 
develop the skills they need for a technolog¬ 
ical world. Teachers use interdisciplinary 
instruction in biology, chemistry, physics, 
and earth sciences just as scientists often 
combine these disciplines to solve problems. 

The goal for technology at the School is 
to help students achieve educational excel¬ 
lence across all disciplines. We view comput¬ 
ers as the tools for this excellence, and we 
have incorporated them into the classroom 
rather than isolating them in laboratories. 
Across grades, teachers can use multimedia 
and telecommunications capabilities to 
enhance classroom instruction and projects. 
All students have direct access to the Internet 
and to a full range of services including elec¬ 
tronic mail, file transfers, and information 
searches. Teachers and students are using 
technology across disciplines to do research, 
present projects, communicate with people 
outside of the school community, and con¬ 
duct experiments.

It was 
doomed by Dutch Elm disease and the verdict 
was that it had to come down. Arrangements 
were made. It was at that moment that Nat 
French and Perry Dunlap Smith came walk¬ 
ing up the sidewalk toward Knollsea 
Hall...Perry asked me who the person was 
that I had been talking to. I told him and 
noted that the tree was going to be 
taken down by the arborist in a very 
few days. Perry looked at Nat and 
asked: 'Are you going to let this hap¬ 
pen?' I thought I was going to be faced 
with resistance and denial about the 
dying tree...Nat answered Perry's 
question in the form of an advisory to 
this brand new Business Manager. He 
said, 'Cutting down trees is the job that 
is assigned to Upper School boys.'...In 
those days it was not correct for people 
to be paid to do work at North Shore 
that could be performed by students (or 
parents or teachers). And so it came to 
pass that the junior and senior boys, 
with much free advice from McCarty, 
Pynchon, Post, French, Talley, Taylor, 
Licata, Reidy, Brauer, Allison, 
Eldredge, and others, cut down the 
giant elm. Talcott Griswold, parent. 
Board member, and insurance agent for 
the School, stood by. If he trembled for 
fear of massive liability claims if anything 
went wrong, he did not show it. Schooled, as 
he was, in the traditions of NSCDS, I think he 
would have assaulted any of his company's 
agents had they tried to stop this risky labor 
of progressive education... The event was pre¬ 
ceded by a Morning Ex at which the entire 
school gathered around the tree while Ginnie 
Deane read about the felling of an old and 
friendly tree... from the Sand County 
Almanac, I think. I learned a lot about North 
Shore in those first few days."
